PROSECUTOR LEARNS 
ONE IMPORTANT FACT 


Three Quizzed in an Effort to 
Substantiate Alibi on 
Murder Night. 


Somerville, N. J., Sept. 1 (By A. 
P.).—Two men whom Henry Ste- 
vens, brother-in-law of the Rev. 
Edward W. Hall, slain with Mrs. 
Eleanor Mills four years ago, said 
would substantiate the story of his 
actions on the murder night, told 
conflicting stories to Special Prose- 
cutor Simpson today. 

One of the men, William Egger, 
a Chicago real estate man who sum- 
mers at Lavalette, ‘disclosed a very 
important fact,’’ Simpson said. 

Arthur Applegate, of West Man- 
toloking, differed with Egger on 
several points, Simpson said. 

John Keight, 16 years old, an- 
other member of the fishing party 
which Stevens declares was held 
the night of September 14, 1922, 
when the rector and his companion 
were slain, was also questioned. 


Statements Sworn To. 


The three were examined by 
Simpson in the presence of poiice 
officials. The statements were 
taken by a court stenographer and 
were sworn to. 

Stevens was questioned by inves- 
tigators at his home in Lavalette 
yesterday, and repeated the story 
he told at the time of the original 
investigation four years ago. 

He has maintained he was fish- 
ing with friends the night the two 
were shot down, and that he re- 
turned home and retired about 9:30 
o’clock. The time of shooting has 
been set between 8:30 and 10:30. 

Mrs. Stevens is willing to see her 
husband go to jail if his arrest will 
help solve the four-year mystery. 

““What we want is a solution, 
and if it will help any to put Mr. 
Stevens in prison, let them do it,” 
she declared was the position of 
both her husbend and herself. 

Henry Stevebs is a brother of 
Willie Stevengy, who with Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, the widow, 
and Henry Carpender, her cousin, 
now are charged with murder. 


No Fingerprints Found. 


No fingerprints were found on 
the clothing worn by the couple 
at the time they were slain, accord- 
ing to an announcement by Inspec- 
tor John Underwood, of the Jersey 
City police. The clothing was ex- 
amined at Jersey City by Joseph 
Faurot, of New York, and Freder- 
ick Drewen, of Jersey City, finger- 
print experts.

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 1 (By 
A. P.).—Glowing tributes to the 
pioneer role played by the United 
States in furthering the cause of 
arbitration and impressive predic- 
tions that the adhesion of the 
United States to the world court 
of justice would greatly promote in- 
ternational peace, dominated the 
opening session today of the inter- 
national conference convoked to de- 
cide whether the American reserva- 
tions to adherence to the court were 
acceptable to the court signatories. 

‘Quick approval on their first 
reading was accorded the first three 
American conditions and discussion 
of the fourth reservation advanced 
to such a favorable point that the 
president of the conference, 
fessor Van Eysinga, felt justified 
in announcing before adjournment 
tonight that no serious injuries had 
been made to it. 


Permits U. S. Withdrawal. 


This reservation would permit 
the United States to withdraw from 
the court at any time and would 
prevent any amendment of the 
court without consent of the United 
States. Definite action on 
fourth reservation was deferred be- 
cause the delegates wished enlight- 
e€nment as to whether in point of 
fact amendment to the court pro- 
tocol would require a unanimity 
vote or whether a majority would 
suffice. 

Nothing definite on these ques- 
tions was embodied in the court 
regulations, but the general opinion 
voiced today was that the unanim- 
ity rule should obtain, and that, 
this being so, the American con- 
dition that Washington always 
must consent to any remodeling of 
the court statutes‘ was perfectly 
justified. 

The objections to reservation No. 
4 were voiced by Sir George Foster, 
of Canada, and supported by. the 
Jugoslavian delegate, M. Marko- 
vitch. Sir George held that the 
reservation would prevent members 
of the league ever amending the 
court statutes without American 
permission, regardless of the fact 
that they might deem amendment 
necessary. 

It was when the famous fifth 
reservation concerning advisory 
opinions came up that the audience, 
almost entirely American, concen- 
trated all its attention, agd the 
delegates themselves of thirty-eight 
countries manifested rapt interest.

Chicago, Sept. 1.—Enforcement 
of the cutfew law, begun in. Chi- 
cago last night, is attended with 
difficulties, due chiefly to prevail- 
ing styles. Zealous cops who 
picked up what they mistook for 
children, little flappers in short 
skirts, rolled sox, bobbed hair and 
carmined lips, were amazed when 
the “‘children’’ offered to smack 
their sassy faces and informed the 
police that they were mothers and 
grandmothers and knew their way 
about. 

Several married women, well 
past 20, were picked up as “‘chil- 
dren,’’ and they gave the arresting 
officers a burning earful. Never- 
theless, the law is working well: 
Three thousand policemen on duty 
during the night hours broke up 
numerous petting parties and sent 
the youngsters to their homes with 
a stern admonition. In a few 
cases obstreperous girls and boys 
were personally conducted to their 
homes and handed over to their 
parents. 

Police in the parks rendered 
great assistance by barring the 
parks to juveniles after 10 o’clock. 
The age limit in the South park 
system has been extended to 18 
years for girls, but Lincoln park 
retains the 16-year limit. Girls of 
that age and under must get out 
of the-park by 10 o’clock.

Managers and Operators’

So varied are the classifications of 
operators’ wages and hours deter- 
mined by the size of the theaters 
that. eight typewritten pages were 
required to outline the changés 
agreed upon last night. 

The proposed settlement might 
be considered a victory in part for 
the operators as they were granted 
a part of what they demanded, 
while the managers at first refused 
to make any concessions, offering 
only to renew the contracts that 
expired yesterday. 

Certain classes of the operators 
will receive $70 a week, one-half of 
the increase requested, others will 
work a 40-hour week instead of

No Change Indicated. 


While no statement was made on 
behalf of the President after the 
conference there, was no*indication 
of any change in his policy of 
‘hands off’ in the religious dis- 
pute unless or until American citi- 
zens are injured in person or prop- 
erty: Mr. Coolidge was said by the 
delegation to have been most kind 
and patient in hearing their views, 
and as they left he came from the 
executive offices and was photo- 
graphed with them.

DAVIS AGAIN TAKES CATH 
AS ADJUTANT GENERAL 


Army Heads hes at Garernony 
as Officer Is Sworn for 
Second Term. 


SERVED WITH PERSHING 


Maj. Gen. Robert C, Davis, whd 
was adjutant general of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces and one of 
Gen. John J. Pershing’s right-hand 
men in the splendid military organ- 
ization perfected in France during 
the world war, received the unusual 
distinction and honor yesterday of 
being sworn in for a second term of 


four years as adjutant general of 
the United States army. 

Prominent officers of the army, 
many of whom had served with him 
overseas and were part of the effi- 
cient staff system perfected by Gen. 
Pershing and’ Maj. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, until May 3, 1918, chief 
of staff of the American expedi- 
tionary forces, were present at the 
ceremony, which assured the con- 
tinuance in this important key po- 
sition in the service of an officer 
who is one of the recagnized mili- 
tary authorities in the world. 

Gen. Davis’ appointment to a sec- 
ond four-year detail as adjutant 
@eneral means a continuation of 
the policies as proved and perfected 
in actual warfare by Gen. Pershing 
and the brilliant staff at Chaumont, 
which directed the 2,000,000 fight- 
ing Amertcans in the combat and 
supply divisions which were, sent 
overseas up to the time of the sign- 
ing of the armistice in 1918 

The oath was administed to Gen. 
Davis by Col. John B. Randolph, 
assistant chvtef clerk of the War 
Department, who has performed a 
similar service for many high de- 
partmental officials. Acting Sec- 
retary of War Davison was present, 
as were Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, 
chief of staff; Maj. Gen. Fox Con- 
nor, deputy chief of staff; Brig. 
Gen. Lutz Wahl, assistant adjutant 
general, and all the assistant chiefs 
of staff and chiefs of branches and 
Bony of sections. 

Gen. Davis’ office in the War De- 
partment was filled with flowers, 
the gifts of his many friends and 
employes of the building, and the 
cameras of the news photographers 
clicked like a battery of machine 
guns as the oath was administered.

Lieut, Cyrus K. Bettis, noted, 
army aviator, injured in a plane| 
crash in the mountains near Belle- | 
fonte, Pa., last week, and brought 


to Walter Reed hospital in an air- 
plane ambulance, died at Walter 
Reed hospital yesterday, the imme- 
diate cause of his death being 
meningitis. 

The flier, who had won the Mitchell 
trophy of 1924 and the Pulitzer 
speed prize of 1925, had been re- 
covering steadily until Tuesday 
evening when the fatal condition, 
believed to have been caused by the 
great strain he underwent in crawl- 
ing six miles from his wrecked 
plane, in weakened condition, set in 
and he grew steadily worse, lapsing 
into unconsciousness Tuesday night. 

His home in Port Huron, Mich., 
was notified by officials at Walter 
Reed hospital yesterday and his 
mother, Mrs. John Bettis, and other 
relatives are now on the way here. 
Funeral arrangements have _ not 
d4been made, pending their in- 
structions. 7 

Lieut. Bettis, formerly stationed 
at Bolling field, with Lieuts. L. S. 
Smith and J. J. Williams, fellow 
army aviators, left the Philadelphia 
Sesquicentennial exposition field 
August 23 for Selfidge field, Mich. 
Encountering a fog near Bellefonte, 
Pa., Lieuts. Williams and Smith 
descended. When the fog cleared, 
they missed Lieut. Bettis. 

A search was started, and nearly 
48 hours later he was found by road 
repairers in the mountains near 
Middletown, Pa., having crawled 6 
miles from the wrecked plane in 
search of aid, with both jaws frac- 
tured and his left leg broken. His 
plane is believed to have struck a 
mountain side near Jack’s and Seven 
Sisters mountains, scene of two air 
fatalities. 

He was placed in a hospital in 
Bellefonte, and a Douglas transport 
was fitted out with mattresses as an 
ambulance by Capt. E. C. Reinartz, 
Bolling field surgeon, and he flew 
to Bellefonte to bring him here. 

The return trip of 185 miles was 
made in two hours without mishap, 
Capt. Ira C. Eaker and Lieut. J. E. 
Upston, Bolling field fliers, being 
the pilots and Capt. A. W. ‘Smith, 
field flight surgeon, attending Lieut. 
Bettis on his way. 


Was Radio En gincer. 


‘Lieut. Bettis was born in Carson- 
ville, Mich., in 1893, and worked as 
a radio and telephone engineer. He 
entered mhilitary service in 1917 as 
a private first class, in the aviation 
section of the signal corps and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
of the regular air corps in 1920, 
and promoted in 1921. He trained 
pilots in the world war and served 
two years in the Philippines. 

He became a famous armyair pilot, 
reaching a high speed record of 
248.99 miles in an hour in the Pu- 
litzer race at Mitchel fleld, N. Y., 
last October, when he defeated 
Lieut. Alford J. Williams, the navy 
racing ace. In the previous year, 
he won the annual race for the 
John L. Mitchel trophy at Dayton, 
Ohio, attaining a speed of 175 miles 
an hour. He and Lieut. James"H. 
Doolittle, who won the Schneider 
international seaplane race last 
year, were awarded the Clarence 
Mackay trophy for the most. meri- 
torious flight of 1925. 

The death of Lieut. Bettis marks 
another loss to army and naval 
aviation, the navy losing such 
skilled aviators as Lieut. H. F. 
Councill and Comdr. John Rodgers 
and the army Lieuts. Eugene 
Barksdale and Bettis.

not be satisfied with these semi- 
permanent sef-“arrangements en- 
visaged by thas@ecil- Fromageot re- 
organization scheme. 

If is further thought in some 
quarters that, having failed to ob- 
tain the commission's support for a 
permanent chair, Spain will not 
send delegates to the forthcoming 
council or assembly.

Delegates State Views. 


The substance of the remarks of all 
the delegates’ was that to Germany 
alone could be attributed a perma- 
nent seat at this session, and they 
hoped Spain and also Poland and 
China would accept the semiperma- 
nent arrangement and defer press- 
ing their claims for permanent rep- 
resentation on the council.» Senor 
Cantile, of Argentina, made an elo- 
quent personal plea to Senor.

The defection of France 
Italy, expressed by M. Fromageot 
and Signor Scialoia, respectively, 
indicated that Spain’s hope of ob- 
taining satisfaction was definitely 
lost. 

The commission will meet 
tomorrow evening to adopt 
Motta’s report to the council, 
which the viewpoint . of 
Poland and China will be 
porated. 

The reconstruction scheme pro- 
vides®for nine temporary seats in- 
stead Sof six as at present. Three 
of these will be allotted to Latin-

held by Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan, the fifth to go to 
Germany when she enters’ the 
league. 

By the new plan, Spain and 
Poland will each get a temporary 
seat for three years and they may 
be declared reeligible by the league 
assembly, thus providing for a pos- 
sible permanency for these coun- 
tries.

President Calles said that effec- 
tive steps have been taken to re- 
habilitate Mexico’s financial credit 
abroad through exact fulfillment of 
her foreign debt obligations. The 
budget, he said, had been balanced, 
permitting the government, both to 
meet ordinary and make extraordi- 
nary expenditures, meet some of the 
obligations: of the domestic debt, 
start important construction, high- 
ways, irrigation, docks and har- 
bors and establish the Banco de 
Mexico—an agricultural loan bank, 
enabling small farmers to acquire 
land. 

After enumerating many other 
developments in commerce, indus- 
try and agriculture, as well as im- 
provement in the army, the pres- 
ident continued: 

“It is highly satisfactory to re- 
port that peace prevails through- 
out the country excepting for small 
disorders, which can be called in- 
significant. It is hoped that such 
peace will soon become _ organic 
through the granting of full guar- 
antees, strict enforcement of the 
laws, efficacious administration of 
government and an understanding 
on the part of all the authorities 
of their duties. 

“In consequence of this peace, 
there is renewed confidence in our 
institutions. As this confidence in- 
creases new sources of wealth will 


be developed, thus promoting Mex- 


ico’s economic revival.’’ 

Touching upon the accomplish- 
ments cf the government, the mes- 
sage. continued: 

“The work started by the presi- 
dent will perhaps neither be under- 
stood nor fully appreciated at the 
present time, but a statesman con- 


scious of his duty can not pause 
before such consideration. He must 
remember that in the face of the 
spiritual interests of the future it 
does not matter if some material in- 
terests at present are sacrificed.

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“TO INVESTIGATE ST. ELIZABETHS. 

The Management of the Government Hos- 
pital for the Insane is to be subjected to rigid 
St. direct 
control of the Department of the Interior, and 
Secretary Work has decided to have the in- 
stitution thoroughly investigated 
free from political bias. Five of the leading 
superintendents of similar institutions 
Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Indiana have been invited to make the investi- 
gation. They are: Dr. H. W. Mitchell, super- 
intendent Warren State hospital, Warren, Pa.; 
Dr. George M. Kline, commissioner Massachu- 
setts department of mental diseases, Boston; 
Dr. William L. Russell, superintendent Bloom- 
ingdale hospital, White Plains, N. Y.; Dr. Owen 
Copp, consultant Pennsylvania hospital, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., and Dr. S. E. Smith, provost In- 
diana university, Indianapolis. 

In his letters of invitation Secretary Work 
sets forth that he desires information as to the 
qualifications of the medical staff, and the 
sufficiency of the nursing personnel, also as to 
the competensry of that staff, and whether the 
housing and sanitary conditions are what they 
should be. He invites criticism as to the qual- 
ity and quantity of the food supplied to the 
patients and further asks whether unnecessary 
méchanical restraints are employed in the 
opinion of the investigators; ‘‘in short, if St.. 
Elizabeths hospital is or is not in fact a mod- 
ern hospital for the most humane care, cus- 
tody and curative treatment” of those com- 
mitted to the institution. 

“The whole truth about the institution as a 
mental hospital and its efficiency in dealing 
with mental diseases,’’ in the opinion of Secre- 
tary Work, ‘‘should be a vital part of the 
.secord.’’ He adds that .the service, if accepted 
by the gentlemen invited to come to dig up the 
truth, must be gratuitous, as he is permitted 
under the law to pay only necessary traveling 
expenses.

AMERICA’S EARLY LOANS, 


Again the statement has been made that the 
American government in its early struggling 
days made several foreign loans, and forgot to 
repay them. 

In the early days the Continental Congress, 
according to Treasury records, obtained four 
separate loans in foreign coyptries. The first 
was for $181,500, bearing Bre cent interest. 
It was repaid in due time. The second was for 
$3,267,000, bearing 5 per cent interest, and 
payable in annual installments three years 
sfter peace. This was paid. 

The third loan was for $1,815,000, bearing 4 
» per cent interest, and payable in ten install- 
ee ments from November 5, 1787. In 1782 France 
remitted the interest payments. 

The fourth loan was for $1,089,000, bearing 
5 per cent interest, and payable in six install- 
ments from January 1, 1785. With the excep- 
interest Payments remitted by 
France, these foreign debts, principal and in- 


terest, were all repaid. 


All amounts still unpaid in 17.95 were con- 
verted into domestic stock, bearing 4% per 
‘cent and 5% per cent interest. All of these 


ee converted loans were repaid with interest. 


France and Spain gave gratuities amounting 
$1,996,500, of which 
_France’s shafe was $1,815,000. Final settle- 
- ment with ths heirs of Beaumarchais was made 


_ The United States has not borrowed any 

money from foreign governments since the 

‘Constitution was adopted. It has paid its own 
bill by taxing its own people and imposing im- 
ort duties on foreigners who entered their 
sods in the American market.

THE LEAGUE AND THE RESERVATIONS.

At the meeting in Geneva yesterday, 


Canada is an independent member 
league. 
at which league members discussed the Sen- 
ate’s conditions of American adherence to the 
world court protocol, Sir George Foster, Can- 
ada’s delegate, stoutly opposed the reserva- 
tion which provides that the world court stat- 
ute shall not be amended without the consent 
of the United States. He suggested that the 
nations composing the league might deem 
some amendments necessary in the future, and 
he “doubted the wisdom of the American in- 
hibition.”’ 

Several other delegates agreed with him, 
notably M. Markovitch, of Jugoslavia; Senor 
Buero, of Uruguay, and Senor Zumeta, of Ven- 
ezuela. The fact was brought out that the 
statute of the court: makes no provision for 
amendments. Apparently the league of na- 
tions, which created the court, is the only au- 
thority that can amend the statute. 

The Senate reservation providing that 
court shall entertain no request for an 
visory opinion without the consent of the 
United States on any question in which the 
United States has or claims an interest was 
the subject of lively debate. 
by some of the delegates that this reservation 
would give the United States a privileged _ posi- 
tion, inasmuch as members of the league coun- 
cil have no vote in case of a dispute to which 
they are a party, and therefore have no power 
to veto a request for an advisory opinion. The

delegates held that the court would be badly ° 


weakened if deprived of the power to render 
advisory opinions. 

There is no doubt about that. The league 
council has already found that the court is a 
powerful assistant in coercing nations into 
compliance with the league’s plans. Backed 
by an advisory opinion, the league council de- 
clared that Turkey must give up Mosul, al- 
though the league’s own commission reported 
that Turkey’s legal title to Mosul was unas- 
sailable. Turkey’s recent financial agreement 
with Great Britain has removed the Mosul 
question from the arena of controversy, but 
the world court is still doing business and is 
available to the council when advisory opin- 
ions are desired. 

The United States objects to the giving of 
advisory opinions without its consent on ques- 
tions affecting America. The immigration 
question, for example, is regarded by the 
United States as purely a domestic question: 
but the covenant of the league, which is the 
highest law of the world court, enables the 
league council to determine whether such a 
question is domestic or subject to the inter- 
vention of the league. The world court’s ad- 
visory opinion on that point, if adverse to the 
United States, might lead to war. 

President Coolidge has recently caused it to 
be understood that he stands upon the Sen- 
ate’s reservations. If the league should sug- 
gest that these reservations be withdrawn or 
changed, the whole controversy would have to 
be threshed over in the Senate. 
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ITALIAN MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


Popular rule in Italian municipalities, in 
existence since 1870, has been abolished. In- 
stead of elections of municipal officers, they 
will be appointed hereafter by 
government. 

Already this order is in force in 7,341 
towns of less than 5,000 inhabitants, and ac- 
cording to the evidence at hand, has proved 
successful and satisfactory. Upwards of 1,700 
cities will be affected by the new order, not 
including Rome and Naples. Rome has. a 
local governor and Naples has.a high commis- 
sioner. Neither city has elective officials. 

In explanation of this order from the central 
government it is announced that ‘‘popular 
suffrage has outlived its day,” and that a 
system is needed that “‘responds more readily 
to modern conditions.”’ It is predicted that 
soon the election of all provincial officers and

The new free ‘bus -service inaugurated in 
New York city by the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road, whose trains are barred from entry into 
the Pennsylvania station, is the subject of in- 
Vestigation by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for the purpose of determining 
whether the railroad company is within its 
rights. Some years ago the railroads entering 
Washington established ‘‘sidewalk delivery,”’ 
which meant free cartage for receivers of 
‘freight shipments from the freight stations to 
the stores or warehouses of the consignees. 


‘But other communities demanded sthat the 


free service should be extended to their citi- 
zens. The result was that the commission, 


after a series of hearings, ordered the roads to

lege the Pennsylvania was compelled to share 
with the Baltimore & Ohio when the railroads 
were taken over by the government during the 
War.. Later the Pennsylvania notified the Bal- 
timore & Ohio that the lease would not be re- 
newed after August of this year. Other ar- 
rangements for holding a fair share of the pa- 
tronage of travelers from the South and into 
Manhattan were therefore required, and the 
Baltimore & Ohio tlrereupon established the 
free. bus service. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
been engaged for some months upon ah ex- 
haustive investigation of the subject 
of the relationship between railroads on the 
one hand and bus and truck lines on the other. 
The action of the Baltimore & Ohio in estab- 
lishing this new’ departure—free transporta- 
tion to hotels—came just as the commission is 
about to conclude its general inquiry. What 
the conclusion may be is problematical, but 
friends of the railroad express some anxiety 
because the point is made that while its fran- 
chise extends to the ferry slips on the Man- 
hattan side of the river, the Baltimore & Ohio 
has no franchise through the streets of New 
York, which may influence the commission in 
reaching an adverse decision. 

The final hearing will be held on the bus 
and railroad relationships on October 25.

The most mendacious argument made by 
cancellationists is that the United States is 
indebted to the powers lately allied against 
Germany, because they carried on the war for 
more than a year while the United States was 
getting ready. 

The United States did not go to war for the 
purpose of aiding the allies. 
defense of its own rights. 
rights were assailed the United States was a 
neutral. The war was Europe’s affair, begun 
and carried on by Europe. When the United 
States declared war it was instantly visited by 
the allied powers, carrying secret treaties in 
their pockets which provided for the appor- 
tionment among themselves of all the terri- 
tories they hoped to take from the’ enemy. 
They, concealed from the knowledge of the 
United States the existence of these treaties. 
They’ borrowed immense sums with which to 
fight. The enemy was defeated, and the allies 
proceeded to divide the spoils according to 
agreement. They hold the territories now. 
There is no suggestion from them that they 
should offer some of this territory in payment 
of the debt to the United States. On the con- 
trary, one of their spokesmen, M. Clemenceau, 
suggests that the United States is seeking to 
enslave France by demanding payment of the 
debt, and he emits this magnificent roar: 
“‘France is not for sale!’’ Presumably he 
means the greater France, which comprises 
territory acquired from the enemy under the 
secret treaties. 

If the war was a ‘‘war in common” from the 
date of America’s declaration of war, under the 
rules of which all resources were in a common 
pool, then all the spoils of war#should have 
been pooled also.

DELINQUENT TAXES. 

The field officers of the bureau of internal 
revenue, comprising 1,920 men, collected ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 in delinquent taxes 
during July. It was discovered that there 
were 10,694 cases in which no income tax was 
reported, and that there were about 6,469 
cases in which miscellaneous taxpayers had 
made no returry, Some 8,857 other cases re- 
sulted in the cotiestion of $800,000 additional 
taxes. 

Payment of taxes, particularly Federal taxes, 
comes hard to all. Thousands pay no atten- 
tion to notices, with an idea that Washington 
is so far off that it will never notice the case 
and never miss the money. But the sleuths of 
the internal revenue bureau are on the job all 
the time, and few cases escape them. 

Before the world war internal revenue re- 
ceipts were about one-half the total ordinary 
government receipts, internal revenue amount- 
ing to about $389,000,000. In 1920 internal 
revenue receipts amounted to more than $4,- 
398,000,000, which was two-thirds of the total 
ordinary receipts of the Treasury.

Under the terms 
of the Jones act the President has 
six months in which to pass judg- 
ment upon this measure.

Space tw Clerks Standard- 
ized; Useless Papers De- 
stroyed to Save Storage.

Three years of high pressure 
economy driving at Washington has 
brought budget bureau workers to 
the point where they no longer see 
any outstanding items of waste in 
Federal spendings. Yet there is no 
letup in the drive. As a result, 


the government's efficiency experts 
have turned from obvious problems 
to a multitude of minor items, any 
or all of which hold promise, in 
their judgement, of furthter sav- 
ings. ‘They: are now going carefully 
over the ground covered somew hat 
hurriedly in their first drive, ana- 
lyzing to the last ingredient the 
ways in which the government does 
business. 

Practices which have been fol- 
lowed for generations and methods 
which have grown up with the 
government itself are going under 
the microscope. Precedent no jong- 
er is held sacred in government 
routine. It matters not that a cer- 
tain task has been done in a certain 
way for the past century; if a more 
economical way offers, it is adopted. 
And chief among the subfects of 
expert analysis is the government 
worker himself—or herself—and 
his business habits. 


Office Space Saved. 


Who, for instance, save a. busi- 
ness expert, would try to measure 
definitely the amount of space re- 
quired for the day’s work by a 
government clerk? It seems reason- 
able fo assume without examination, 
that department heads would see 
to it that no available office space 
is allowed to go to waste. The 
government in 1926 made 2,390 
leases involving an aggregate pay- 
ment 6f more-than $7,000,000, all 
of which, it can’ be assumed, were 
necessary and essential in carrying 
on’ the public business. 

Yet it occurred to the Federal 
real estate board, the organization 
through which these leases are 
cleared, to undertake a _ scientific 
survey of the actual space required 
by government clerks. The survey 
disclosed a considerable discrepancy 
between requirements of different 
departments. An effort was made 
to reduce the space required, where 
possible, in order that no more 
should be spent out of the treasury 
for rent than necessary to give each 
worker room to perform the day’s 
work and no more. 


The board found that the aver- 
age government clerk requires 60 
square feet and that the “principal 
officials’’ of the clerks require 100 
square feet. That would mean a 
space 6 by 10 feet for the clerk 


ate superier. 
Office Rule Established. 


Accordingly, the findings were 
broadcast among the Federal de- 
partments and one finds in the 
records of the board, under date 
of March 25, last, the following 
minute: 

“The board accepts and recom- 
mends to all departments and estab- 
lishments the policy in estimating 
the amount of office. space needed 
by an activity of assuming that 100 
square feet per principal official 
and 60 square feet per subordinate, 
including his immediate equipment, 
are adequate to permit him to 
efficiently function under normal 
circumstances and that there be 
added to this such amount of space 
as is' conclusively shown to be re- 
yuired for anything necessary and 
common to the office and net neces- 
sary solely for occasional emer- 
gent functions.”

After thorough investigation, the

HINES SAYS PEAGE-TIME

Officer Students at War Col- 
lege Warned to Study Limi- 
tations on Funds. 


TRAINED MEN ARE URGED 


Army officers must. ever keep in 
mind “the peace time dollar,’’ was 


the advice of Maj. Gen. John L. 
Hines, chief of staff, to 76 officer 
students of the 1926-27 term of the 
Army War college; which opened 
yesterday. 

Assistant Secretary of War Davi- 
son urged’ greater team work te- 
tween the air corps and other 
branches, and Maj. Gen Hanson E. 
Ely, commandant of, the college, 
welcomed the new class. The Army 
Music School band gave a concert. 
Maj. Gen Hines said: 

“In most respects our: peace or- 
ganization has been the result of 
a compromise between military ex- 
pediency and cost, with cost usually 
in the role of dictator. . Therefore, 
before you make recommendations 
for changes in our peace structure, 
I would. advise that you consider 
the limitations imposed by appro- 
priations, and be sure .that you 
fully understatid the procedure in- 
volved: in the operation -of the 
budget. system. 

“A regular army of 150, 000 could 
be organized, in my opinion, into a 
well-balanced, modern defense 
establishment. But economic con- 
ditions dictate a minimum strength 
considerably below that figure. 
Current appropriations would main- 
tain a larger numeral force than at 
present if we neglected the allied 
questions of-supplying and training. 
Men without weapons only make 
a useless sacrifice. Weapons with- 
out trained men are without im- 
mediate military Value.” \

MONTHS, MAN ADMITS 


Son-in-Law, in His Written 
Confession, Says That He 
Was Money Mad. 


MADE NEGRO DO KILLING 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 1 (By A. P.). 
How three months. ago he plotted 
the slaying of Judge Lamar Smith, 
of Wetumka, his father-in-law, and 
the execution of the plot Monday 
night, when the judge was am- 
bushed and slain by a negro, Hayes 
Leonard, 25; was told to authori- 
ties here. today by Clyde Reese 
Bachelor in a written confession, 
after he had been brought here for 
safe-keeping. 

The. negro, dso brought fibcs: 
confessed firing the shot that killed 


Judge Smith’ and alleged that 
Bachelor had held a pistol on him, 
forcing him to slay the jurist.. Mrs. 
Smith was also injured by the shot. 

Bachelor said that financial dif- 
ficulties prompted him to plot the 
slaying, so that his wife might in- 
herit- tier. father's estate. 

“T Was’ Money mad. I am ready 
to meet mf Maker,”’ Bachelor said. 

While ‘the party was en route 
from Montgomery here by automo- 
bile,’ Bachelor made his first con- 
fession,. later — another in 
writing. 

In the preamble of his written 
confession, Bachelor described the 
slaying of the judge, who at the 
time was lying on his bed reading a 
paper. Bachelor denied that he was 
close beside the hegro pointing a 
pistol at him, but said that he was 
thirty yards from the window 
through which Leonard fired. 

After the shooting Bachelor said 
he and :the- negro ran to hie car, 
which was. parked nearby, and 
drove to Bachelor’s plantation, 
about ten miles from Wetumka. 

“I went home and went to bed,”

Bachelor said. “When I got there_| _ 


my wife and baby were there.” 

The gun with whith the slaying 
was done Was an. automatic. shot 
gun, the property of Bachelor, and 
was loaded with buck shot. 

Continuing, Bachelor said: ‘‘On 
several dccasions between the date 
of the killing and the time I first 
talked with the negro, three months 
ago, we’talked about the matter. 
On two occasions within the last 
three months the negro and I went 
to Judge Smith’s home to kill him, 
but my nerve failed me; but on last 
Monday night my nerve did not fail 
me, and I went there with the ne- 
gro and we killed him, the: negro 
doing the shooting.’’ 

Bachelor then told of how when

Cutting of the District budget 
again has brought about the elimi- 
mation of funds sought to make 
the school census department ef- 
fective, it was learned yesterday. 

’ The census work, now in its sec- 
ond year as a result, will continue 
to be hardly anything more than 
a check on truancy or an aid in 
the enforcement of the compulsory 
school attendance law. 

There are more than 100,000 
names of children, ranging from 
3 to 16 years, in the files of the 
school authorities, but lack of funds 
to employ statisticians makes it im- 
possible to study them for the full 
information they convey, it is con- 
tended, If the authorities want to 
know if such and such a child 
should be in school they may get 
the information in their files, but 


in so far as affording information 
that would bear on future school 
needs or the wealth of other knowl- 
edge regarding the city’s youth 
which the filég have, the whole cen- 
sus is said to be virtually worth- 
less. The names are not even 
grouped according to ages, and the 
authorities can not tell without sev- 
eral days’ work, for instance, just 
how many 10-year-old children the 
census revealed. 


Needs of Department. 


Miss F. L. Bentley, director of 
the census as well as of attendance 
and child labor, says there is a 
need of three statisticians that re- 
sults may be gotten from the cen- 
sus. There should also be one or 
two assistants to take care of at- 
tendance, she says. 

There was provision for these 
items in the 1926 school budget 
and in the budget now formulating, 
but in each instance it was stricken 
out in accordance with budget bu- 
reau instructions to cut down. 

The first census, an exhaustive 
house to house canvas, was begun 
in.July, 1925, and concluded last 
May. Congress has directed a con- 
tinuing census, so another ome was 
immediately begun. It will be 
taken in two or three months less 
time, according to Miss Bentley, as 
only families who are newcomers 
or who have changed residences 
will require the time of the census 
takers. 

But the question has arisen as to 
what real purpose the names serve 
once they are acquired. During 
the school term there are seventeen 
census takers in the field. This 
number is reduced to five in the 
summer, while the other twelve 
engage in other work.

‘Number of Arrests in Minor 

Offenses Cut Down, Fol- 
lowing Complaints. 


HESSE AND MOLLER 
DEPRECATE CHARGES 


Brickbats Should Not Be 
Thrown Now, Acting 
Director Declares. 


A move to cut down.the number 
of arrests for minor traffic of- 
fenses, one of the conditions com- 
plained of Tuesday by the traffic 
committee of the Board of Trade, 
was made yesterday by police of- 
ficials. It was announced that four- 
teen traffic violations had been list- 
ed for which policemen will issue 
warning cards instead of making 
immediate arrests. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, chief of 
the. traffic byreau, said that the 
compilation of these fourteen viola- 
tions had been in progress for sev- 
eral weeks. The next step, he said, 
would be the printing of the warn- 
ing cards. 

The offenses for which such 
cards will be issued are as follows: 
Illegal lenses, no lights, one light, 
no rear light, dazzling lights, in- 
sufficient lights, obstructed tags, 
improper tags, improper tires on 
trucks, defective brakes, no mirror 
on truck, defective muffler, im- 
proper signalling device and un- 
safe mechanical condition. 


Warrant in 48 Hours. 


The motorist, who is given a 
warning card, will be expected ,to 
report to the traffic bureau within 
48 hours to show that he has 
corrected the condition for which 
he has been warned. If he fails 
to do this, a warrant will be 
issued for his arrest. 

The denunciation of the. police 
department voiced in the report of 
the traffic committee of the Board 
of Trade was deprecated in the 
District building yesterday as an un- 
necessary revival of the old feud 
between the police and traffic de- 
partments at a:time when serious 
efforts are under way to smooth out 
the difficulties that came to a climax 
last winter when Director of Traf- 
fic M. O. Eldridge wrote a letter to 
Senator Arthur Capper, accusing the 
police of failure to cooperate with 
him. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superinten- 
dent of police, said that he would 
have something to say in reply to 
the criticism of his department 
when the report reaches him. This 
is expected to be soon, for Commis- 
sioner Rudolph turned the docu- 
ment over to the secretary of the 
board of commissioners to be sub- 
mitted to the board at its meeting 
tomorrow. 


Denial by Hesse. 


The police chief did, however, 
deny that the police enforce ‘‘single 
file’ control of traffic, or that po- 
licemen are transferred, demoted, 
or promoted according to number 
of arrests they make. 

Director Eldridge is absent from 
the city on his vacation. Since he 
went away, Acting Director I. C. 
Moller has been observed in daily 
conference with Maj. Hesse and it 
has been reported that many differ- 
ences between their respective de- 
partments have been ironed out. 

“I think it is unfortunate that 
brickbats should be thrown at the 
police. at. this time,’’ Acting Direc- 
tor of Traffic Moller said. ‘‘I was 
not a party to‘’it and had no knowl- 
edge the report was. forthcoming, 
and I doubt if Mr. Eldridge did. 
There has. been cooperation be- 
tween the police and this office and 
I hope we are going to be permit- 


ited to continue it.’’

Work Propounds Questions. 


Secretary Work stated that he 
wanted the ‘‘whole truth” about St. 
Elizabeths and he listed the follow- 
ing specific questions that he wants 
answered: 

‘“‘Whether or not medical treat- 
ment at St. Elizabeths is recognized 
as scientifically modern. 

“If the medical staff is qualified. 

“If the nursing personnel is suf- 
ficient in number amd competent.
